PREFACE. 


It  wiis  very  wisely  (letermiiunl  liy  our  jiiieestors  to  import  rejti'e- 
sentiitives  of  the  improved  races  of  cattle  already  existing  in  (Jreat 
liritain,  as  the  foundation  of  our  improved  breeding,  rather  than 
attempt  to  form  improved  types  for  ourselves.  And  it  has  ])ecome 
American  Slioi-ii-horn  usage  to  deny  the  claim  of  })urity  to  any 
stock  not  descended  from  imported  ancestry.  There  has  very  natu- 
rally arisen  a  loud  call  for  a  complete  and  handy  list  of  all  animals 
that  have  been  imported,  in  order  that  breeders  may  have  a  ready 
means  of  learning  the  history  and  origin  of  the  various  tribes  that 
constitute  our  herds,  and  to  serve  as  a  check  against  fraud  and 
forgery.  The  present  volume  has  been  i)repared  at  the  cost  of  niucli 
labor,  in  the  effort  to  meet  this  demand. 

This  catalogue  professes  to  include  the  names  and  })edigrees.  so 
far  as  still  .extant,  of  all  Short-horn  cattle  that  were  imported  into 
America  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1882.  Although  a  large  pi-opor- 
tion  of  those  imported  in  1883  and  the  early  months  of  1884  have 
been  included  also,  no  claim  of  completeness  is  made  in  regard 
to  them.  Even  during  the  period  up  to  188"-2  no  doubt  entire 
completeness  and  accuracy  has  not  been  obtained.  It  has  proved 
impossi])le  to  obtain  the  details  concerning  certain  importations  ; 
concerning  others,  the  information  that  has  been  obtained  is  frag- 
mentary ;  no  doubt  concerning  others  it  may  be  erroneous.  Petty 
errors  have  probably  been  unavoidable.  Pains  have  not  been  spared, 
however,  to  present  in  all  cases  the  fullest  and  most  exact  and  most 
authentic  infornuition  that  could  l)e  obtained  ;  and  I  shall  l)e  sur- 
prised to  lind  tliat  any  considerable  omissions  have  occurred  or 
serious  errors  have  l)cen  fallen  into.  I  need  not  say  that  correc- 
tions and  additions  of  all  kinds  will  l)e  most  gratefully  received,  and 
made  public ;  and  breeders  are  earnestly  urged  to  communicate  to 
me  all  such  criticisms  as  may  tend  to  perfect  the  Second  Edition. 


IV  PREFACE. 

The  arrangement  that  has  been  adopted  will  be  readily  nnder- 
stood  at  a  glance.  A  chronological  arrangement  would  have  been, 
in  many  aspects,  exceedingly  valuable ;  but,  on  the  whole,  the 
alphabetical  scheme  seemed  most  likely  to  be  useful.  In  the  body 
of  the  book  the  imjjorters  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  while 
the  index  gives  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  animals  themselves,  with 
such  information  concerning  them  as  seemed  most  needed.  It  is 
hoped  that  by  this  scheme  the  matter  is  presented  in  the  handiest 
possible  shape  for  actual  use.  Such  animals  as  seemed,  on  good 
evidence,  to  have  been  imported,  but  the  history  of  the  importation 
of  which  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  obtain,  have  been  classed 
by  themselves  at  the  end  of  the  volume.  After  them  will  be  found 
a  similar  list  of  such  as  purport  to  have  been  imported,  but 
apparently  were  not.  Some  of  these  pedigrees  may  have  arisen  in 
error,  others  in  fraud;  none  of  them,  in  the  present  state  of  the 
evidence,  can  be  accepted  as  true.  Their  descendants  at  this  late 
day  are,  no  doubt.  Short-horns ;  but  they  cannot  be  accepted  as 
Short-horns  descending  from  imported  ancestry. 

It  would  be  impracticable  to  return  thanks  by  name  to  all  who 
have  given  me  substantial  aid  in  compiling  this  volume.  I  must 
ask  the  numerous  gentlemen  who  have  responded  so  kindly  and 
promptly  to  the  many  questions,  and  sometimes  rather  unreasonable 
demands  I  have  made  of  them,  to  permit  me  to  cheaply  discharge  my 
debt  to  them  by  this  general  mention.  The  time  may  come  when  I 
may  be  able  to  return  their  courtesy  by  a  like  readiness  to  give  them 
aid;  and  I  trust  I  may  be  enabled  then  to  yield  it  as  readily  and  as 
ungrudgingly  as  they  have  done  to  me.  Meanwhile,  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  dedicate  this  book  to  them,  in  company  with  all  lovers  of 
Short-horn  history  and  all  friends  of  the  Short-horn  race.

To  make  this  pedigree,  the  pedigree 
of  imported  Van  Buren  1062,  A.  H.  B..  has  been  borrowed.  The  cow 
Marino  was  never  imported. 

I  can  find  no 
such  cow.  Dr.  S.  D.  Martin,  of  Clarke  County,  Ky.,  imported  in  1839  the 
cow  Leonida  by  Red  Simon  (2499),  out  of  Red  Rose  or  Delia  by  Governor 
(1077).  It  may  be  this  should  be  the  cow  Leonida.  See  also  Alborg,  p.

This  cow,  from  the  best  information  I 
can  command,  was  imported  into  New  Orleans  by  Samuel  Wait.  Sold  to 
Mr.  Gambell,  who  sold  her  to  the  Shakers,  of  Mercer  County,  Ky.  Her 
pedigree  is  evidently  erroneous.     See  Wait's  importation. 

DELIA  (dam  of  Orcher  1959),  never  imported.  This  again  is  the  pedi- 
gree of  im^jorted  Van  Buren  1062. 

HELEN,  by  2d  Duke  of  Northumberland,  in  Rebecca  2d,  A.  H.  B.,  vol. 
13,  p.  880,  was  never  imported.  She  was  bred  by  Capt.  Barclay  (see  E.  H. 
B.,vol.  8,  p.  370),  and  sold  by  him  to  Mr.  Milne,  Faldonside,  in  whose  hands 
she  produced  calves  in  1846  and  '47  (see  E.  H.  B.,  vol.  8,  p.  370) ;  therefore

JESSAMINE.  A.  H.  B.,  vol.  3,  j).  4(50,  tiiis  fraud  is  too  apparent  to  need 
any  comment. 

B..  vol.  3.  p.  472),  is 
wiioUy  fraudulent.  I  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  Robin.son.  of  Cliftun  Pastures, 
England,  saying  this  cow  died  his  proi)erty. 

KERR  COW.  See  Belle.  A.  H.  B.,  vol.  2.  p.  2'M.  Mr.  Kerr  never 
owned  an  imported  cow — this  I  learned  from  himself. 

LADY  WALK.  See  No.  1018  in  A.  H.  B.,  Sweepstakes.  No  such  cow 
was  ever  imported  into  Kentucky  that  I  can  get  any  knowledge  of. 

LUCINDA  by  imported  Carcase  (3285),  in  pedigree  of  Rosebush,  A.  H. 
B.,  vol.  3.  p.  636,  is  evidently  an  error. 

LUCY.  See  C'olfax  16505.  Lucy  at  end  of  this  i)edigree  was  not  im- 
|)orted  by  the  Ohio  Co.  in  1834,  that  Company  imported  no  such  cow. 

LUCY  LANN.  page  454,  vol.  2,  A.  H.  B.  It  would  appear  by  this 
])edigree  tliat  the  cow  Red  Rose  by  Forester  had  been  imported,  or  that 
Lucy  Lann  her.self  was  an  imported  cow.  I  have  shown  that  Reformer 
897  is  incorrect,  and  by  looking  at  Reformer  (2510).  E.  H.  B.,  it  will  be 
seen  that  Lucy  Lann's  pedigree  is  the  pedigree  of  Reformer  (2510),  except 
the  sire  Magnum  Bonum  is  left  out.     This  pedigi-ee  is  evidently  incorrect. 

MARIA,  by  Suwarrow  (636).  See  Prince  de  Joinville  2075A.  Thorough- 
i)red  cow  imported  by  Thos.

MILO  711.  A.  H.  B.  By  referring  to  Englisli  Herd  Book.  vol.  5,  p.  963. 
to  Sprigiitley  imported  by  Dr.  S.  D.  Martin,  of  Clarke  County,  Ky.,  in 
1M39,  it  will  be  seen  that  she  produced  no  calf  named  Milo. 

MILTA.     This  must  be  an  error.     See  Blue  Ball  1259. 

PERFECT.  A.  H.  B.,  vol.  3,  p.  596.  No  such  cow  as  White  Belle  was 
ever  imported  into  Kentucky  that  I  can  find  trace  of. 

PINK  by  Hermit  (305).  At  one  time  I  was  led  to  believe  that  this  cow 
was  a  calf  of  im[)orted  Ann,  imi)orte<l  by  C.  C.  Morgan  and  .loel  Higgins. 
of  Lexington.  Ky.,  but  upon  further  investigation  I  found  it  was  not  true, 
and  I  am  led  to  believe  no  such  cow  was  ever  importetl.  See  Laura,  A.  H. 
B.,  vol.  3,  p.  493,  Ist  ed.,  bred  by  S.  P.  Kenney. 

RED  ROSE.     See  Lucy  Lann.  above. 
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RED  ROSE  by  Govenor  (1077),  out  of  Roaney  by  Wellington  (680)— Lily 
by  Blaize  (75).  See  Alborg,  vol.  3,  p.  280,  1st  ed.  I  can  find  no  trace  of  such 
an  imported  cow.  Tliis  may  be  a  part  of  pedigree  of  Dr.  Martin's  imported 
cow  Leonida  by  Red  Simon  (2499),  out  of  Delia  or  Red  Rose  by  Govenor

REFORMER.  Bred  in  England  the  property  of  Mr.  Harrison,  of  York- 
sliire.  He  occurs  in  the  pedigree  of  Blanche,  A.  H.  B.,  vol.  1,  p.  149.  All 
the  evidence  I  can  get  suggests  that  this  bull  was  never  imported. 

REFORMER  897,  A.  H.  B.  There  was  no  such  bull  imported  into  Ken- 
tucky. The  i")edigree  after  Magnum  Bonum  (2243)  is  the  pedigree  of  the 
imported  bull  Goldfinder  (2066).  Mr.  John  Colling,  White  House,  England, 
bred  a  Reformer  (2510)  by  Magnum  Bonum  (2243),  who  was  the  sire  of  Mr. 
James  E.  Letton's  imported  cow  Miss  Severs  ;  from  this  I  think  the  error 
has  sprung. 

RUBY.  See  Sir  Don  971.  There  is  some  error  in  this  ;  Clarinda  by 
Buckingham  (1755)  had  no  calf  named  Pomona  bj^  Fitz  Roslyn  (2026).  See 
E.  H.  B.,  vol.  5,  p.  185. 

SYLVIA  by  Borderer  (3191),  in  pedigree  of  Duke  of  Bourbon  1468  (vol. 
3,  A.  H.  B.,  1st  ed.)  is  said  to  have  been  an  imported  cow,  which  is  an 
error.  This  is  the  pedigree  of  Ralph  (4862),  imported  by  Waite  &  Bagge, 
in  1839. 

TRUE  LOVE  by  Amor  (747),  out  of  Theresa  by  Navigator  (1260)— Tran- 
quil by  Defender  (194) — Trap  by  Candor  (107) — Young  Tragedy  by  Wynyard 
(703) — Tragedy  by  Favorite  (252) — by  Punch  (531).  I  can  find  no  evidence 
that  this  cow  was  ever  imported,  but  I  must  say  I  cannot  find  that  she  was 
not.     See  Lady  Balco,  A.  H.  B.,  vol.  3.  p.  475,  also  No.  271,  Bolivar. 

YOUNG  DUCHESS,  the  dam  of  Don  John  9768.  There  must  be  an 
error  in  this  pedigree.  By  referring  to  E.  H.  B.,  vol.  5,  p.  295,  it  will  be 
seen  that  Young  Duchess  had  a  bull  calf  in  1837,  which  was  steered  ;  in  1838, 
bull  calf  Marton  Comet  by  Halley's  Comet  (3963)  ;  in  1839  and  '40  she  had 
cow  calves.  She  does  not  again  appear  in  Hex'd  Book.  I  think  this  should 
be  Don  John  427.  Imported  by  S.  Waite,  sold  by  him  to  Shirley  &  Birch, 
and  by  them  to  Benj.  P.  Gray,  Woodford  County,  Ky. 
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The  animals  inohided  in  this  Apjjpnrlix  have  heen.  to  a  large  extent, 
imported  since  the  body  of  this  book  was  put  in  press;  a  few  were 
overlooked.
